
 

Kidder, North Dakota 

Kidder is one of 53 counties in North Dakota. It is not part of a Metropolitan Area. Its 2008 population of 2,265 ranked 42nd in the state. 

PER CAPITA PERSONAL INCOME

In 2008 Kidder had a per capita personal income (PCPI) of $27,732. This PCPI ranked 49th in the state and was 70 percent of the state average, $39,874, and 69 percent of the national average,

$40,166. The 2008 PCPI reflected a decrease of 4.0 percent from 2007. The 2007-2008 state change was 8.7 percent and the national change was 2.0 percent. In 1998 the PCPI of Kidder was

$19,797 and ranked 40th in the state. The 1998-2008 average annual growth rate of PCPI was 3.4 percent. The average annual growth rate for the state was 5.6 percent and for the nation was 

4.0 percent.

In 2008 Kidder had a total personal income (TPI) of $62,812*. This TPI ranked 47th in the state and accounted for 0.2 percent of

the state total. In 1998 the TPI of Kidder was $57,016* and ranked 42nd in the state.
